NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


— 


Next Monday, Prof. Grastz attains his seventicth year. If he had never 
touched these shores, his eminence as an historian, his zeal for Judaism, his 
services to the Jewish cause have been so great that it would have been 
impossible to pass over such an event in silence. But in addition to there 
- general claims his recent visit to England has made him so many personal 

friends in the community that we can all share in the congratulations that 
will be showered on him from all quarters of the globe. His genial disposition 
has endeared him to many among us who might not perhaps be able to appreciate 
hiserudition. We heartily congratulate the still youthful septuagenarian onthe 
great work he has done for Judaism in the past half century and wish him 
many years of deserved honour and beneficent activity in the future. 


M. Renan, like Macaulay, writes romance and calls it history. Certainly 
the epigram finds its justification in the first volume of his “ Historie du 
peuple d’ Israel,” judging from the reports that have reached this country. He 
has evidently attempted to write the sacred history as if he was detailing the 
annals of Afghanistan and the result is undoubtedly piquant. Anything written 
by Renan is sure to be characterised by brilliant style and fine passages. But for 
the adequate presentation of the heroic story of the rise of Israel, a somewhat 
sterner, stronger pen than -his is needed. The very complexity of M. Renan’s 
mind makes him incapable of understanding the simpler pattern of human nature 
in the early world. Thus his whole conception of David as a crafty supplanter 
ig entirely vitiated by his assuming all the actions of the Shepherd King to be 
prompted by far-sighted calculation. Read with the due caution, M. Renan’s 


history will be doubtless interesting, possibly instructive, but we doubt much 
whether it will be history. 


Those present at the funeral of Baron de Stern on Tuesday must have been 
impressed with the extreme unsuitability, under existing circumstances, of the 
Burial Ground of the Berkeley Street Synagogue. When the ground wae 
originally bought Ball’s Pond was in the country, and the Northern Green 
Lanes were yet free from the destructive trowel of the speculative builder. But 
times have sadly changed, and the tiny God’s Acre in Kingsbury Road is now 
hemmed in on all sides by houses. It has already become an intramural 
burial ground, which owing to possivle danger to the living may be 
closed by the authorities of the Home Office, if it be not closed earlier 
by the Council of the Synagogue. We would suggest that before 
either step is imminent, thought should be given to the expediency and 
policy of the cemeteries of the United Synagogue being utilized for burial pur- 
poses by the Berkeley Street Congregation. We are always hearing Union being 
advocated, but seldom do we hear of practical steps being suggested for giving 
effect to such aepirations. In death, at least, let us be united, and with the burial 


of our dead let us take the first step towards burying the differences which 
too long have separated the living. 


The appeal for the Norwich Hebrew Congregation which we publish this 
_ week ought not to fall on deaf ears. Norwich is nowadays a great halting place 

for poor immigrants on their way from Hull to London, and of its ancient renown 
Dr. Hermann Adler bas recently spoken. The ruins of a synagogue older than the 
expulsion are still preserved there with pious care, and in the House of Life 
attached to the modern temple sleep the ancestors of many families which have 
_ since settled and prospered in London. The well-to-do Hebrews of the East 

Anglian capital are few in number, and appear from the subscription list to be 
quite willing to do their part to keep up the ancestral institutions. Several poorer 
Jews have lately settled in Norwich, and this resistance to the centripetal 
tendency which crowds so many of our poor together in a few unsavoury 
alleys of East London, where their opportunities of work are restricted 
and their peculiarities assume an exaggerated importance, ought to be 
encouraged. The congregations of Ipswich, Colchester, Chelmsford, Yarmouth | 


have become names of the past. Norwich‘alone gives a fair promise of being 
maintained if the assistance of the general community be extended to the 
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| local efforts which are being made to preserve in it a centre for Jewish wor- 


ship and spiritual activity, and for the kindly good offices which are and should 
be rendered to each other at the more solemn crisis of life, by those united by 
the bonds of a common blood and common beliefs on the most important 
subjects. 


A remarkable case was heard in New York on the 5th. One of 
the City Marshals was brought before Judge McCarthy to show cause 
why he should not be punished for contempt of Court in having executed an 
ejectment warrant against a Jew on the Day of Atonement. Just 
before the Jewish holidays commanced the Judge announced in open court 
that he would not iseue a warrant against any person of that faith on a Jewish 
holiday,and moreover where any Jawyor or litigant desired an adjournment of 
a case 02 that ground it would be readily granted. The marshal pleaded that 
he had not been aware of the Judge's directions and apologised. Judge Mc 
Carthy severely repriminded him and said he made it arule ever since he was 
on the bench not to allow a “ dispossess’’ warrant to be issued against a Jew 
on Saturday or any Jewish holiday. 


The Turkish authorities in Palestine are rendering it practically impossible 
for Jews of foreign nationality to settle ia the country, making no difference 


1 whatsoever between the poor and those who are better favoured by fortune. 


Little opportunity is afforded of protesting against these proceedings, as the 
authorities appear tohave the support of some of the representatives of the 
foreign powers. Dr. Isaie “Gregory d’Arbella, late physician to the Sultan of 
Zanzibar, and now Medical Superintendent of the Jewish Colonies in the Holy 
Land, who has just arrived at his post, writes to us on the subject :— 


“Weare greatly harassed by the Turkish officials, who have lately promulgated 
a new law, whereby Jews of every nationality, be they English, French or Italian, 
not to speak of Russians or Roumanians, are only permitted to remain in Palestine 
thirty days. The representatives of England and France, to their discredit be it said, 
are forcing their subjects to submit to this oppressive measure. It is rumoured that 
this persecution is the work of Russia, but I cannot believethat the English Consul 
‘would play into the hands of our Russian enemies. Thecountry has gained in trade 
a hundredfold since the Jews arrived here in numbers; but the Turkish authorities 
are blind, and will not see to whom this impetus is due. On the recent Jewish fes- 
tivalsthe town of Jaffa appeared to be deserted, owing to the almost complete ces- 
sation of business, which is mainly in the hands of our coreligionists. Before 
colonising Palestine, it will be necessary toobtain permission to get into the country. 
It behoves our influential friends in Europe to arrange a modusivivendi. 


Dr. d’Arbella says nothing about himself, but we have learnt from an excellent 
authority on thespot that he encountered great difficulty in obtaining the neces- 
sary authorisation to take up his abode in Palestine, and that it was only on 


account of his profession as a m:dicil min that the Governor at length conceded 
the desired sanction. 7 


From Wagner downwards there have been in recent times numerous writers 
who have denied the possession of great musical gifts to the Jews. These 


detractors have been taken to task by M. Camille Bellaigae, who in a paper on. 


 Religion.in Music” published in the Revue des Deux Mondes, dues justice te 
Jewish composers in the following terms :— 


“Tt will be seen that Mendelssohn has been with Halévy, with Meyerbeer, one 
of the most magnificent interpreters of the religious idea. The reader will doubt- 
less remember that all three were Jews, and when he is told that the Jews have not 
created in art ‘any original figure, powerful or touching, any master work 
(Drumont in “ La France Juive”’), he may reply by naming ‘St. Paul’ ‘La Juive,’ 
‘Les Huguenots’ and ‘Le Prophéte.’ Fanaticism and hatred, the pamphlets of 
Wagner and of others, will not do away with the fact that in music there have 
been Jews of genius, commencing with David, who knéw how to sing and dance, 
The Hebrew faith, the purest of antiquity, which left only to its daughter, 
Christianity, the empire of privileged souls,—this faith seems even to have given to 
the works of its children something of its force and grandeur. Like the celebration 
of Passover at the house of Eleazar, the fifth act of the Huguenots, the song of 
John of Leyden, and the scene of the punishment of St. Stephen in ‘Sc. Paul’ assure 


the glory of the musicians of Israel.” : 


An evening’s entertainm2nt consisting of a display of swimming by Jews 
is certainly a novelty. On Wednesday evening the Whitechapel Baths in 
Goulston Street were crowded by th»32 interested in aquatics to witness some 
really excellent swimming races swam for entirely by Jews. It must have been 
a surprise to many to find among the Jewish swimmers several captains of well- 
koown clubs and winners of numerous prizes in general matches. But 
more interesting than all was an exhibition by three Jewesses (sisters) of saving 
life from drowning. There has been lately in connection with the Jewish 
Working Men’s Club and Lads’ Institute a strong stimulus given to athletic 
exercises generally. The new movement sh ould be heartily encouraged. 


The fact that history repeats itself his received another illustration in a 
work which is now being published in Vienna on **The Peoples of Austria- 
Hungary.” The seventh part is devoted to the Jews, and is written by Dr. G. 
Wolf. It will be remembered that a few years ago Herr Tisza, the Hungarian 
Prime Minister, sought by a bill laid before Parliament to legalise marriages 
between Jews and Christians. Through the obstinacy of the peers the bill 
was lost. From Dr. Wolf’s work it appears that as long ago as the year 1092 
an attempt, equally unsuccessful, was made to settle this question. Eight 
centuries have passed by, and yet this civil and religious point has not yet been 
brought to a solution. Dr. Wolf also tells us that there were Jewish soldiers 


under Alphonso VI. of Castille, and he mentions that the Battle of Zelona (1086) _ 


which was fought by this Prince against the Mussulmans, was actually postpone 1 
for one day on their account. Alphonso had in fact solicited his adversary for 
a delay of three days. “Friday, he suid is a day on which Mahomedans will 
not fight ; on Saturday we cannot fight because in our two armies we have many 
Jews. Lastly, the following day is one of rest for the Christians.”

Srr,—Th> questions that arise from time to time t» be solved by our Law 
Courts, exhibit an almost endless variety of subject, from a patent pia to a peerage ; 
from such a light an] airy thing as a prima donna’s right to sing at the Opera to 
a vital question affecting the prerogative of the Crown, Looking at 
the boundless ficld representing the domain of the Law, your readers ought not t) 
te surprised to Jearn that even such an cutside question as the nature and object of 
the Kaddish has engaged the attention of the Court of Chancery, 

In “the matter of Michels Trust’ (28 Beav., 39), the Court was called upon 
in 1860 to pronounce an opinion under the following circumstances. 

Abrahan Michel, a Tew by his wil!, dated in 1821, bequeathed £10 per annum: 
to be pa'd through the Parnassim of his native town in Poland,to three persons to 
Jeatn in their Beth Hamedrash, two hours Caily, and on every anniversary of the 
Testator'’s death to say the prayer callel in Hebrew “ Kaddish.” This was beld t» 
bea valid beyuest, It was stated in the Special Case that the Kaddish was a thort 
Hebrew prayer in the praise of God, and expressive.of resignation to His will, 
that saying the Kaddish was an act of piety, and that the prayer was generally 
said by the sons of the deceased during the year of mourning, and on the anni- 
vérsary of the death, but if there were no sons, it was said either by the re’atives or 
by come other persons, Mr. Jacob Waley was for the petitioner, Mr. Jessel for the 
Parnassim. The Mater of the Rolls, fir John Romilly (whom Mr. Jessel succeeded), 
state], in delivering judgment: I have no doubt of the validity of the 
bequest. Jewish charities are now placed in the same situation as those of Prote-- 
tant dissenters, I see nothing in the bequestwhichtis superstitious, It was attempted 
toshow that it was, by imparting int> it the essumption that the prayer offered 
up on the anniversary of the death of the Testator must be intended to be for the 
benefit of the soul of the Testator. There are many cases of superstitious uses 
unconnected with prayers for the soul ; but in regard to West v Shuttleworth and 
Heath v Chapman I have always felt this dificalty ; so far as relates to their p'aces 
of religious wership and the property hell therewith, Roman Catholics aud Jews 
are now placed in the same position as Protestant Disssnters; and if it be part of 
the form of their religion, that prayers should be said for the benefit of the souls 
of deceased persone, it would be difficult to say that, as a religious 
ceremony practised by a dissenting class of religionists, it could be deemed supersati- 
tious in the legal sense in which those words were used prior to the passing of the 
statutes in question, which practically have authorized them. In the time of Edward 
VI. and Elizaheth the ceremony of Mass was considered superstitious, and I do not 
know that the law made any distinction between mas-es generally and masses for 
souls, or any distinction between those said for the general purpose and objects of 
their religion in the worship of God, and those which are fur more limited objecta, 
which were considered superstitious, ard which the Court now, considering them in 
other distant points of view, still regard as superstitions, I express no opinion on 
the point, however, as no such case arises here. Here, nothing is said as to 
praying for the soul of anyone, Thr eyersons are tosay . a prayer called 
Kaddish, and from information given t» the Court, it appears that this means that

reference to praying for the souls of the founders, and I donot know that there would 
be anything superstitious in a beqaest by mem¥ers of the Church of England for 
Wardens to sclect a scholar t» learn the Greck Testament t #0 terms daily, and on 
a certain day to repsat the Lord’s Prayer, although the day selected may be the 
anniversary of the birthday of thea founder.

WOMEN’S WORK FOR WILLING WORKERS. 
TO THE EFPITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Srr,—In reply to Mrs. Nathan's letter, published in your last issue, there is 
but little need to call fortnightly meetings in order to find work for young girls. 
I would suggest by way of a beginning that it is not very difficult to cut out 
women's or children’s clothes from a paper pattern. About 300 such garments are 
requiredayeekly for the women supplied with work by the Ladies Conjoint Visitation 
Committee —even a small occasional parcel would be a usefut help, but it would be 
a great advantage to get an appreciable amount of this work, undertaken and 
guaranteed ; when they could cut out fairly well the material would be supplied 
them. 

It would further be of great use if some would study at South Kensington how 
to teach practical cooking and household duties, and some day we might hope to 
see a couple of rooms taken near Aldgate and a large class of girls being taught 
how to become neat and useful servants. If Mrs, Nathan will gather round her a 
band of willing workers [ think there will be no difficulty in finding work for 
them, and if they wish to mect occasionally I will willingly give one Saturday 
afternoon in each month to talking matters over with them.

JEWISH SUPERSTITIONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin,—The excellent letter of Mr. Stuart M. Samuel in the Jewish Chronicle of 
the 1ith inst., following so closcly on the indictment brought against the Synagogue 
by the ‘pectator, seems to have raised considerable excitement in the community 
If the attention which Mr, Samuel has called to the subject should happily be the 
means of compelling the congregants to think, and to tt overboard some of the 


obs va" ces ‘which obstruct the pure light of Heaven, he will have benefited the 
cause of c.vilisation, 


Perhaps, you will kindly allow me, aseatholder at the St. Petersburg Place 


Reverend the Delegate Chief Rabbi attempted to reply, from the pulpit, to Mr- 
Samuel's charge, to say a word or two on the subject. The most of Dr. Adler's 
arguments: are contained in the evidently inspired letter of Mr, Harry 8. Lewis in 
your issue of the 21st inst. | 


And first let me premise that neither Dr. Adler, Mr. Hl, 8, Lewis, nor any of 
those who have entered into the contention, have grasped the scope and intention of 
Mr. Samuel's letter. Mr. Samuel's charge was, that nomatter what may be the true 
reasons for the observances and customs to which he referred, the vast bulk of 
the Jewish nation can give no other reasons for them than superstitious ones. The 
charge in fact amounted to this, that among the teachers and preachers of the 
nation, there are very few who are capable, and still fewer who are willing, to 
render reasons which appeal to the intellect of the congregation for most of the 
customs which the saidteachers and preachers insist onas being necessary to Judaism, 
And, by way of illustration, Mr. Samuel instanced a number of observances and cus- 
toms which are, not without just cause, delicred to be superstitious. Instead of 
answering this, the apologists have, as usual, become homiletic. Instead of search- 
ing out the origin of any custom and revealing it in its naked truth, they have gilded 
it over. But this process is utterly worthless in an age of enquiry, when beliefs are 
brought to the test of Reason, and when authorities are respected, not for their 
antiquity, but for their ability to remove doubts. A man is the better Jew who does 
not cast his intellect behind his back ; and he who endeavours to remove the accre- 
tions which disfigure Judaism, renders a service to his race and religion. 


Mr. Samuel’s principal allegation was that in giving reasons for rites, the Devil 
is allowed to play too large a part. Take the Shophar for instance. Dr. Adler stated 
from the pulpit that no authorised Rabbinical writer connects the Shophar with the 
Devil; it must be the work of some Commentator, &c., kc. It must have been news 
to many of the congregation, as it certainly was to me, to hear Rabbi Jacob ben 
Rabbinu Asher, the learned author of the Tur. one of the pillars of Rabbinical ortho- 
doxy, and Rabbi Moses Isserles, whose Rabbical decisions are held to be unimpeachable 
spoken of as mere Commentators. Yet the former (“SPN NM & NW) states distinetly 
that the blowing of the Shophar during the month preceding Rosh Hashana is to 
confound the Devil; and the latter quotes approvingly from another author 
that the object is so to confuse the Devil that he shall not know when Rosh 
Hashana is! Just as if the Devil could not take advantage of his intimacy 
with the publishers of Jewish almanacks to procure proofs in advance. But 


will Mr. Hi. S. Lewis kindly say how this authorised explanation from an 


authority whom he, as a _ Rabbinical student, is bound respect, 
fits in with his pretty homily identifying Satan “with the tempter who is within 
our own breast?” Docs he mean to say that the learned author of the Z/aga on the 
Shulchan Aruch did not know the real reason, and that it was reserved for these 
later times to discover the truth? Then about the covering up of the Shofar 
between the sections into which the service is divided. We were told that this is 
done to show our respect to the instrument with which the sacred function is per- 


formed, Here we have a brand new superstition. Why should we show respect to . 


the Shofar? We are not required to show respect to the Lulav and Esrog, for 
instance, which are also “ instruments” of “sacred function.” Why not have the 
courage to adinit that it is on account of Satan? Has neither Dr. Adler nor Mr. H. 
S. Lewis heard of the practice, for which there is printed authority, and resorted 

occasionally in Polish communities, that when the Shofar refuses to emit a note, it 
is inverted, and Psalm ‘1 whispered through it in order to exorcise the fiend who 
prevents the performance of the “sacred function?” I admit that Mr. Lewis is by 
no means.certain of the reason for covering up the Shofar, for he cautiously says : 
“ the probable motive,” and he is equally uncertain as to why the Shofar is to be 
turned to the right. Ile opines that “the probable motive” is mystical. Now that 
is exactly what is objected to: mystical reasons are simply superstitious reasons, 
Nor is the explanation “that the priests in the temple alvays turned to the right 
when performing their duties” satisfactory. If Mr. Lewis will look up the service 
of the priests in Mishna Zebachim, Ch. vi., §3, he will find some important excep- 
tions. But even if they did turn themselves to the right in the Temple, what has 
that to do with turning the end of the Shofar to the right nowadays? 
If Mr. Lewis knows, he shrinks from giving the true reason as 
given in the Kabbalistic books of which he seems to think so highly. 
It is, that by turning the Shofar to the right, the Divine attribute of 
Mercy will be invoked, while turning the instrument to the left might 


awaken the attribute of Justice, Can there be more gross superstition 
and idolatry than this? 


Mr. Lewis does not believe that the Shofar is blown at the end of Kippur in| 


remembrance of the Jubilee year. That may or may not be the reason, but it is the 
one adopted by the Tur (73° M8). Mr. Lewis must be wrong in his quotation 
concerning the Divine Voice which proclaims at the end of Kippur, “Go eat thy 
bread with joy,” &c. It must be,“ No matter how faint yourself, wife and children 
may be, remaio in synagogue to hear the Evening Service, and then go and eat, &c,” 
This is practically the version of the Midrash as taught in my synagogue, where it 
has been proclaimed from the pulpit that surely a person who can fast 25 hours can 


fast 5 minutes longer. This is a most humane and considerate improvement on the 
Midrash, 


- With regard to the prayer concerning dreains, lately ceased to be said in the 
congregations of the constituent synagogues, Mr. Lewis is right when he says that 
it was never intended for universal use. But why, Oh why, was this fact never 
announced from the pulpit? For many weary years the Blessing of the Priests 
became a ridiculous farce, owing to the persistency with which the service was 
interrupted by the whole congregation noisily declaring that they “had dreamt a 


dream, and knew not what it portended.” The custom was abolished by the 


congregations, not by their Rabbinical leaders. 


The funniest reason ever rendered is that given for WI3IDIVIIINS, that it is “to 
guard against inserting the Mezuzah in its case upside down.” Why, these words on 
the Mezuzah are themselves upside down! Besides, would not the word “WY on the 
Mezuzah serve the purpose? The true reasoafor the words, which are names of 
angels, is to be found in Maimonides, who anathematises and declares that they 
have no share in the future world who wrote in the inside of the Mezuzah names 
of angels and incantations, This anathema appears to have been evaded by 


writing the names outside the Mezuzah, and there they are to this day. It is fair to 
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add that these objectionable words form no essential part of the Mezuzah, which is 
“ Kosher” without them. 
I hardly like to enter into the question of the Yon the Tephillin. From my 
point of view, the Tephillin themselves area rank superstition, andit is therefore 
hardly worth while entering into so unimportant a point as the letters on their 
outsides, Tephillin are founded on a literal interpretation of a Biblical utterance, 
“ Bind them on your hands, and let them be as frontlets between your eyes,” is the 
Biblical way of saying “ Let the commandments of God bethe mainspring of all your 
acts, and be the medium through which you shall regard everything.” But that 
the Almighty should have ordered bits of His Law to be wrapped up in leather 
boxes and worn as ainulets, is to attribute to Him unreason. Mr. Lewis may, if he 
likes, believe that the &Y was specially taught to Moses on Sinai, and that “we carry 
the initial letter Yon our heads in order that we may feel that. He is with us 
wherever we may go, so that all the peoples of the earth may see that we are called 
by the name of the Lord.” Mr. Lewis would probably have written the same about 
any other letter of the alphabet had it been found oa the Tephillin; also may I 
ask why he does not wear his Tephillin in the public streets if the object is that 
all the peoples of the earth may see? Can there be a viler superstition than that of 
degrading this noble verse, tori from its context, to the purposes of an amulet? 
The preceding verse of Deuteronomy, about “ walking in God's way,” is ignored, 
and the practice of virtue inculcated therein, as the cause why “all the peoples of 
the earth may see that we are called by the name of the Lord,” must give way to 
the wearing of a mechanical contrivance! But what say the authorised exposi- 
tors, such as the Tur, &c., for the’? Only this—that the Vrepresents 300, the 
number of days in the year when Tephillin may be worn; that the. double letter 
can be made to amount to 613, the reputed number of the precepts ; and finally, that 
by perinutating the letters of the Tetragrammaton, they can be turned into the 
powerful name Matspats (fD¥D), the numerical value of which is 300 = UV. The 
readers of the Jewish Chronicle are welcome to adopt either reason; it is of such 
rubbish that superstitions are made. 
The beating of the willow may have and doubtless has, no connection with the 
beating off of sins, but have the people been taught, that being Yom Tov, it. is fvr- 
bidden to knock off the leaves? Whose fault is it that they believe that sins may 
be so got rid of? And as the mere circumstance that the meaningless custom was 
instituted by the prophets, of which there is no biblical record, is not sufficient 
reason for the observance, the sooner it is abolished the better. 
It is not sufficient to say, with regard to the words 1) ‘JN, that they form part 
of the name of God of 72 letters. We know no such name, and the mystic jargon of 
the Kabbalists is nothing to us. And there is no evidence whatever in these words 
to prove the connection of Judaism with Kabbala in Biblical times. The Bible 
knows nothing of the words nor of the name of which they are said to be a part, 
_ They occur in the Mishna, and are evidently a misreading for “TM 838. The second & of 

NIN got broken up in the decipherment of some ancient MS., and the fragments 
with the stroke which marks that “Tis a contraction for tae Tetragrammaton, 
served to confuse the whole phrase into 11) °S&. That is the only mystery about it. 

Mr. H. Guedalla, who came to curse, remains to bless. He considers Mr. 
Samuel’s letter in the Cironiele and the letter which appeared in the Spectator as 
mischievous, but he ends by pointing out other superstitions as absurd as those 
with which both writers deal. If Mr. Guedalla’s recommendation be carried out, 
that Mr. Singer's refutation (!) of the article in the Spectator be published and 
“circulated in thousands,” I hope that in fairness the remarks appended by the 
editor of the Spectator to Mr. Singer’s letter will also be published. A more 
disingenuous refutation I never read. “The merest tyro,” and “every handbook” 
are invoked to give the true reasons about the Shofar. Evidently the writings of 
the Tur and of the Baal Hamappa have ceased to be handbooks. And when, with 
much unction, the prayer preceding the blowing of the Shofar is referred to, the 
verses from the 119th Psalm commencing JOY SP (Confound the Devil) are care- 
fully ignored, as well as the invocations to angels. In thecase of dreams, the word 
Synagogue, in the broad sense used by the Spectator, is sought to be narrowed down 
to the dimensions of the United Synagogue of London. A great deal is made of the 
reverent attitude of the congregation during the Priests’ Blessing, but no reference 
is made to nor explanation given of the names of Heathen deities, which still figure 
in the prayer after that benediction, The Lilith Myth is spoken of as a very 
curious piece of folk-lore, but no attempt has been made to teach the 
people better. I have seen the Lilith Exorcism on the walls of the houses of 
learned Talmudists in London, one of them holding an official position, Curiously 
enough, English Jews, talmudically ignorant, know nothing of Lilith: she is only 
known to natives of talmudically learned countries. ‘The lighted lamp during the 
week of mourning” brings up the omniscient schoolboy, who is to give a rational 
account of the practice, which is given as being based on the verse in Proverbs, “the 
spirit of man is the lamp of the Lord.” When Mr. Singer has studied a little more 
of the folk-lore to which he refers, and has learned more of the origin of customs, 
he will know that Jewish Minhagim are not based on Biblical verses, but that 
after non-Jewish customs had taken firm hold of the Jewish mind, and became 
intimately associated with Jewish practice, Biblical verses were sought to give 
them support (NMIODN). And if the knocking on the door of the synagogue by 
the first person who enters it is owing to a peculiar application of the verse referring 
to the High Priest’s Entrance into the Sanctuary, then everyone who enters should 


knock, not the first person only. Mr. Singer may not have heard of the custom, but 


it is well-known all over the continent. 7 

Mr. Samuel has but touched the fringe of the garment. The superstitions 
sanctioned by the synagogue are innumerable. Not very long ago I was in the 
Bayswater Synagogue, and saw two brothers called to the Law, one after the other 
But they were not called by name. The officiating clergyman called out in the 


usual formula, “let number 5 come up.”. Will it be contended thatthe “evil eye” is 
unknown to the synagogue ?

SUPERSTITION AND HOMILETICS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH cARONICLE.” 


Sirn,—My warning against the homiletical explanatioa of superstitions is more 
than justified by the homiletical explanations given by Mr. Heary 8, Lewis for the 
superstitions he defends. According to Mr, Lewis, the inscription of the word "1? 
on door posts is to affect first our optics and through them our hearts and thus forth- 
with make us reverent. If that be the caze, it is a pity that the Mezazah is not, 98 
a rule, placed in a position where, taking into consideration the average height of 
men and women, to say nothing of children, it would have a chance of giving our 
eyes the benefit of the inscription, Mr. Lewis will admit that, at preent, the inscrip - 
tion is placed on an elevation where our eyes do not sea it, though it is evidently sup” 
posed to be within the visual range of one on whom, to give him his due proverbially, 
it makes more impression than on us, Again, if we cannot without the help of the 
w on the Tephilin remember that God is with us wherever we go, I question whether 
it is not worth while taking steps to educate us up to constant memory of this 
elevating truth of somewhat more serious character than placing the letter @ on 
the head. Mr. Lewis’s championship of this particular ¥ amounts to this, that he 
disproves superstitious origin in order to shew that Judaism, freed from superstition, 


_ ‘lows men to persuade themselves that they imbibe religion from the letter stamped 


on the Parchment the virtue of which either penetrates their minds through the 
leather, or, as in the case of the Mezuzah, strikes their eyes lightning-rod fashion, and 
is transmitted straightway to their hearts. And even if Mr, Lewis had not been e0 
hopelessly shipwrecked” over homiletical explanations, as many sincere men before 
him, he gains little enough by the establishment of these—to him—reasonable ex- 
planations. If they mean anything at all they amount to nothing better than a 
countenance of the most abject automatism which has, equally with superstition, 
done much to deface the character of some of the most important features of 
Judaism. Iregret that in my let‘er last week I omitted to mention one indisputable 
custom which it will be equally difficult to dissociate from superstition or connect 
with Judaism. It is a living custom in many, if not in most, synagogues to make a 
point of calling up the beadle to that part of the Law containing the NNW because 
the majority of the congregation would object to being called up out of dread that 
the scrious diseases and misfortunes mentioned would fall to their own lot. I 
remember when the beadle of the Great Synagogue was actually paid for allowing 


himself to be called up. Moreover I kaow of quite a recent instance where, the 


beadle cf a synagogue refusing to endanger himself and his family by being called 
up, there was actually a break of some daration in the synagogue service. It is not 
eo long since this portion was read in synagogue, and it would be interesting to 
know in how many cases deference was paid to this reprehensible instance of 
dominant superstition. 

Mr. Gvedalla calls Mr. Stuart M. Samuel-a coreligionist with the air of a man 
who is making a really charitable concession. It is as well that he should know 
that there are many Jews.and Jewesses to whom, as to Mr, Guedalla himself, the 
p:inciples of Judaism are very dear, though the envroachments of superstitions are 
very distasteful. I hope, Sir, that our Judaism is calculated to make us better men 
and women, not through our fears and superstitions, but through our better feelings, 
I would not frighten men into being religious, but by impressions made upon their 
hearts and intelligence would win them from thuse many obstacles which beset the 
path of life thickly enough even when what are rightly or wrongly termed super- 
stitions are removed. What I enter my protest against is not the wrongheadedness 
of the victims of superstition so much as the manner in which they have usurped 


the monopoly of what they call “ Jiidischkeit,” without admitting that such a thing 
can ¢xist in one combination as

Revs. Prof. Marks, A. Lowy, and I. Harris, M.A., ministers of the West London

M. Renan, li.e Macaulay, writes romunce and calls it history. Certainly 
the epigram find- its jastificaties im tee first volame of his ‘“ Historie du 
peuple d’ Israel,” judging from the reports that hawe reached this country. He 
has evidently att mpted to write the sacred history as if he was detailing the 
annalsof Afghan stan and the resalt is amdoubtedly piquant. Anything written 
by Renan is sure to be characterised by brilliant style and fine passages. But for 
the adeyn:te pres ntation of the heretc stery of the rise of Israel, a somewhat 
sterner, stronger pen than bis is aeeded. The very complexity of M. Renan’s 
mind makes him acapable of enderstandimg the simpler pattern of human nature 
in the early worl..

expulsion are s'.ll preserved there with piows care, and in the House of Life 
attached to the modern temple sleep the ancestors of many families which have | 


since settled an. prospered im Lomdom. The well-to-do Hebrews of the East 
Anglian capital are few ia sember, and appear from the subscription list to be 
quite willing to lo their part to keep ep the ancestral institations. Several poorer 
Jews have lately settled in Norwich, and this resistance to the centripetal 
tendency whic) crowds so many ef oar poor together in a few unsavoury 
alleys of Eas’ London, where their opportunities of work are restricted 
and their pecvliarities assume aa exaggerated importance, ought to be 
encouraged. Te congregations of Ipswich, Colchester, Chelmsford, Yarmouth 
have become na nes of the past. Norwich alone gives a fair promise of being 


maintained if tie assistance of the gemeral community be extended to the 


local efforts which are being made to preserve in it a centre for Jewish wor- 
ship and spiritual activity, and for the kindly good offices which are and should 
be rendered to each other at the more solemn crisis of life, by those united by 


the bonds of a common blood and common beliefs on the most important 
subjects. 


A remarkable case was heard in New York on the 5th. One of 
the City Marshals was brought before Judge McCarthy to show cause 
why he should not be punished for contempt of Court in having executed an 
ejectment warrant against a Jew on the Day of Atonement. Just 
before the Jewish holidays commonced the Judge announced in open court 
that he would not iseue a warrant against any person of that faith ona Jewish 
holiday,and moreover where any lawyer or litigant desired an adjournment of 
a case 01 that ground it would be readily granted. The marshal pleaded that 
he had not been aware of the Judge’s directions and apologised. Judge Me 
Carthy severely repriminded him and said he mide it arule ever sincs he was 
on the bench not to allow a “ dispossess’’ warrant to be issued against a Jew 
on Saturday or any Jewish holiday. 


The Turkish authorities in Palestine are rendering it practically impossible 
for Jews of foreign nationality to settle ia the country, making no difference 
whatsoever between the poor and those who are better favoured by fortune. 
Little opportunity is afforded of protesting against these proceedings, as the 
authorities appeartohave the support of some of the representatives of the 
foreign powers. Dr. Isaie “Gregory d’Arbella, late physician to the Sultan of 
Zanzibar, and now Medical Superintendent of the Jewish Colonies in the Holy 
Land, who has just arrived at his post, writes to us on the subject :— 


“Weare greatly harassed by the Turkish officials, who have lately promulgated 
a new law, whereby Jews of every nationality, be they English, French or Italian, 
not to speak of Russians or Roumanians, are only permitted to remain in Palestine 
thirty days. The representatives of England and France, to their discredit be it said, 
are forcing their subjects to submit to this oppressive measure. It is rumoured that 
this persecution is the work of Russia, but I cannot believe that the English Consul 
would play into the hands of our Russian enemies. The country has gained in trade 
a hundredfold since the Jews arrived here in numbers; but the Turkish authorities 
are blind, and will not see to whom this impetus is due. Onthe recent Jewish fes- 


Dr. d’Arbella says nothing about himself, but we have learnt from an excellent 


‘authority on thespot that he encountered great difficulty in obtaining the neces- 
sary authorisation to taka up his abode in Palestine, and that it was only on 


account of bis profession as a m:dical min that the Governor at length conceded 
the desired sanction. | 


From Wagner downwards there have been in recent times numerous writers 
who have denicd the possession of great musical gifts to the Jews. These 
detractors have been taken to task by M. Camille Bellaigue, who in a paper on 


“ Religion. in Music” published in the Revue des Deux Mondes, does justice te 
Jewish composers in the following terms :— 


“Tt will be seen that Mendelssohn has been with Halévy, with Meyerbeer, one | 


of the most magnificent interpreters of the religious idea. The reader will doubt- 
less remember that all three were Jews, and when he is told that the Jews have not 
created in art ‘any original figure, powerful or touching, any master work 
(Drumont in “ La France Juive”), he may reply by naming ‘St. Paul’ ‘La Juive,’ 


‘Les Huguenots’ and ‘Le Prophéte.’ Fanaticism and hatred, the pamphlets of 


Wagner and of others, will not do away with the fact that in music there have 
been Jews of genius, commencing with David, who knew how to sing and dance, 
The Hebrew faith, the purest of antiquity, which left only to its daughter, 
Christianity. the empire of privileged souls,—this faith seems even to have given to 
the works of its children something of its force and grandeur. Like the celebration 
of Passover at the house of Eleazar the fifth act of the Huguenots, the song of 


John of Leyden, and the scene of the punishment of St. Stephen in ‘Sc. Paul’ assure 
the glory of the musicians of Israel.” 


An evening’s entertainm2nt consisting of a display of swimming by Jows 
is certainly a novelty. On Wednesday evening the Whitechapel Baths in 
Goulston Street were crowded by tho32 interested in aquatics to witness some 
really excellent swimming raz2s swam for entirely by Jews. It must have been 
a surprise to many to find among the Jewish swimmare several captains of well- 
known clubs and winners of numerous prizes in general matches. But 
more interesting than all was an exhibition by three Jewesses (sisters) of saving 
life from drowning. There has been lately in connection with the Jewish 
Working Men’s Club and Lads’ Institute a strong stimulus given to athletic 
exercises generally. The new movement sh ould be heartily encouraged. 


The fact that history repzats itself his received another illustration in a 
work which is now being published in Vienna on “The Peoples of Austria- 
Hungary.” The seventh part is devoted to the Jews, and is written by Dr. G. 
Wolf. It will be remembered that a few years ago Herr Tisza, the Hungarian 
Prime Minister, sought by a bill laid before Parliament to legalise marriages 
between Jews and Christians. Through the obstinacy of the peers the bill 
was lost. From Dr. Wolf’s work it appears that as long ago as the year 1092 
an attempt, equally unsuccessful, was inade to settle this question. Eight 
centuries have passed by, and yet this civil and religious point has not yet been 
brought to a solution. Dr. Wolf also tells us that there were Jewish soldiers 
under Alphonso VI. of Castille, and- he mentions that the Battle of Zelona (1086) 


which was fought by this Prince against the Mussulmans, was actually postponel | 


for one day on their account. Alphonso had in fact solicited his adversary for 
a delay of three days. “Friday, he suid is a day on which Mahomedane will 
not fight ; on Saturday we cannot fight because in our two armies we have many 
Jews. Lastly, the following day is one of rest for the Christians.’

\ KADDISIL IN THE COURT OF CHANCERY, 

e 10 THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
Sie,—Th* questions that arise from time to time t» be solved by our Law 
Courts, exhibit an almost endless variety of subject, from a patent pia to a peerage ; 
from such a light an] airy thing asa prima donna’s right to sing at the Opera to 
a vital question affecting the prerogative of the Crown, Looking at 
the boundless field repres:nting the domain of the Law, your readers ought not t) 
te surprised to Jearn that even such an outside question as the nature and object of 

the Kaldish has engaged the attention of the Court of Chancery, 

In “the matter of Michels Trust’’ (28 Beav., 39), the Court was called upon 
in 1864 to pronounce aa opinion under the following circumstances. — 

Abraham Michel, a Tew by his will, dated in 1821, bequeathed £10 per annum, 
to be pa'd through the Parnassim of his native town in Poland, to three persons to 
leatn in their Beth Hamedrash, two hours Caily, and on every anniversary of the 
Testator’s death to s1y the prayer callel in Hebrew “ Kaddish.” This was beld t9 
bea valid beyuest, It was stated in the Special Case that the Kaddish was a thort 
Hebrew prayer in the praise of God, and expressive of resignation to His will, 


that saying the Kaddish was an act of piety, and that the prayer was generally 


said by the sons of the deceased during the year of mourning, and on the anni- 
véersary of tle death, but if there were no sons, it was said either by the re’atives or 
by come other persons. Mr. Jacob Waley was for the petitioner, Mr, Jessel for the 
Parnassim. The Ma ter of the Rolls, Sir John Romilly (whom Mr. Jessel succeeded), 
statel, in delivering judgment: I have no doubt of the validity of the 
bequest. Jewish charities are now placed in the same situation as those of Prote-- 
tant dissenters, I see nothing in the bequestwhichiis superstitious, It was attempted 
toshow that it was, by imparting fut> it the eesumption that the prayer offered 
up on the anniversary of the death of the Te-tator must be intended to be for the 
benefit of the soulof the Testator. There are many cases of superstitious uses 
unconnected with prayers for the soul ; but in regard to West v Shattleworth and 
Heath v Chapman I have always felt this difficalty ; so far as relates to their p'aces 
of religious wership and the property hell therewith, Roman Catholics and Jews 


‘are now placed in the same position as Protestant Dirs:nters; aud if it be part of 


the form of their religion, that.prayers should be said for the benefit of the souls 
of ceceased pergons, it would bex difficult to say that, as a__religious 
ceremony practised by a dissenting elass of religionists, it could be deemed supersti- 


tious in the legal sense in which these words were used prior to the passing of the 


gtatutes in question, which practically have authorized them. In the time of Edward 
VI. and Elizabeth the ceremony of Mass was considered superstitious, and I do not 
know that the law made any distinction between mas-es generally and masses for 
souls, or any distinction between those said for the general purpose and objects of 
their religion in the worship of God, and these which are fur more limited objects, 
which were considered superstitions, ard which the Court now, considering them in 
other distant points of view, still rezard as superstitious, 
the point, however, as no’such case arises here. Were, nothing is said as to 
praying for the soul of anyone, Thr e persons are to say 
Kaddish, and from information given t> the Court, it appears that this means that 
short Hebrew pray:r in. the praise of Gol, Thia has no 
reference to praving for the souls of the founders, and I donot know that there would 
be anything supersiious in a beqaest by members of the Church of England for 
Wardens to select a scholar t> learn the Greck Testament t #0 terms daily, and on 
a certain day to repeat the Lord’s Prayer, although the day selected may be the 
anniversary of the birthday of th? founder. There is nothing here to show that

I would suggest by way of a beginning that it is not very difficult to cut out 
womeu's or children’s clothes from a paper pattern, About 300 such garments are 
required weekly for the women supplied with work by the Ladies Conjoint Visitation 
Committee —even a small occasional parecl would be a useful help, but it would be 
a great advantage to get an appreciable amount of this work, uncertaken and 
guaranteed ; when they could cut out fairly well the material would be supplied 
them. 

It would further be of creat use if some would st udy at South Kensington how 
to teach practical cooking and household duties, and some day we might hope to 
see a couple of rooms taken near Aldgate and a large class of girls being taught 
how to become neat and useful servants. If Mrs. Nathan wiil gather round Ges a 
band of willing workers I think there will be no difficulty in finding w 
them, and if they wish to mect occasionally I will willingly giv 
afternoon in each month to talking matters over with them. :

Synagogue, but who happened to be present at the Bayswater Synagogue when the 
Reverend the Delegate Chief Rabbi attempted to reply, from the pulpit, to Mr. 
Samuel's charge, to say a word or two on the subject. The most of Dr. Adler's 
arguments are contained in the evidently inspired letter of Mr. Harry 8. Lewis in 
your issue of the 21st inst. 


And first let me premise that neither Dr. Adler, Mr. Il. 8. Lewis, nor any of 
those who have entered into the contention, have grasped the scope and intention of 
Mr. Samuel's letter. Mr, Samuel's charge was, that no matter what may be the true 
reasons for the observances and customs to which he referred, the vast bulk of 
the Jewish nation can give no other reasons for them than superstitious ones. The 
charge in fact amounted to this, that among the teachers and preachers of the 
nation, there are very few who are capable, and still fewer who are willing, to 
render reasons which appeal to the intellect of the congregation for most of the 
customs which the said teachers and preachers insist onas being necessary to Judaism, 
And, by way of illustration, Mr, Samuel instanced a number of observances and cus- 
toms which are, not without just cause, deliered to be superstitious, Instead of 
answering this, the apologists have, as usual, become homiletic. Instead of search - 
ing out the origin of any custom and revealing it in its naked truth, they have gilded 
it over. But this process is utterly worthless in an age of enquiry, when beliefs are 
brought to the test of Reason, and when authorities are respected, not for their 
antiquity, but for their ability to remove doubts. A man is the better Jew who does 
not east his intellect behind his back ; and he who endeavours to remove the accre- 
tions which disfigure Judaism, renders a service to his race and religion. 


Mr. Samuel's principal allegation was that in giving reasons for rites, the Devil 
is allowed to play too large a part. Take the Shophar for instance. Dr. Adler stated 
from the pulpit that no authorised Rabbinical writer connects the Shophar with the 
Devil: it must be the work of some Commentator, &c., &c. It must have been news 
to many of the congregation, as it certainly was to me, to hear Rabbi Jacob ben 
Rabbinu Asher, the learned author of the Tur. one of the pillars of Rabbinical ortho- 
doxy, and Rabbi Moses Isserles, whose Rabbical decisions are held to be unimpeachable 
spoken of as mere Commentators. Yet the former CFADSPN NN Wo) states distinctly 
that the blowing of: the Shophar during the month preceding Rosh Hashana is to 
confound the Devil; and the latter quotes approvingly from another author 
that the object is so to confuse the Devil that he shall not know when Rosh 
Hashana is! Just as if the Devil could not take advantage of his intimacy 
with the publishers of Jewish almanacks to procure proofs in advance. But 
will Mr. Hf. 8S. Lewis kindly say how this authorised explanation from an 
authority whom he, as Rabbinical student, is bound to respect, 
fits in with his pretty homily identifying Satan “with the tempter who is within 
our own breast?” Docs he mean to say that the learned author of the Z/aga on the 
Shulchan Aruch did not know the real reason, and that it was reserved for these 
later times to discover the truth? Then about the covering up of the Shofar 
between the sections into which the service is divided. We were told that this is 
done to show our respect to the instrument with which the sacred function is per- 
formed. Here we have a brand new superstition. Why should we show respect to 
the Shofar! We are not required to show respect to the Lulav and Esrog, for 
instance, which are also “instruments” of “sacred function.” Why not have the 
courage to adimit that it is on avcount of Satan? Has neither Dr. Adler nor Mr. H. 
S. Lewis heard of the practice, for which there is printed authority, and resorted to 

eeasionally in Polish communities, that when the Shofar refuses to emit a note, it 
is inverted, and Psalm “1 whispered through it in order to exorcise the fiend who 
prevents the performance of the “sacred function?” I admit that Mr, Lewis is by 


| no means certain of the reason for covering up the Shofar, for he cautiously says: 


“ the probable motive,” and he is equally uncertain as to why the Shofar is to be 
turned to the right. Ile opines that “the probable motive” is mystical. Now that 
is exactly what is objected to: mystical reasons are simply superstitious reasons, 
Nor is the explanation “that the priests in the temple al/mrays turned to the right 
when performing their duties” satisfactory. If Mr. Lewis will look up the service 
of the priests in Mishna Zebachim, Ch. vi., $3, he will find some important excep- 
tions. But even if they did turn themselres to the right in the Temple, what has 
that to do with turning the end of the Shofar to the right nowadays? 
If Mr. Lewis knows, he shrinks from giving the true reason as 
given in the Kabbalistic books of which he seems to think so highly. 
It is, that by turning the Shofar to the right. the Divine attribute of 
Mercy will be invoked, while turning the instrument to the left might 


awaken the atiribute of Justice, Can there be more gross superstition 
and idolatry than this? 


Mr. Lewis does not believe that the Shofar is blown at the end of Kippur in 
remembrance of the Jubilee year, That may or may not be the reason, but it is the 
one adopted by the Tur (W3°N MR). Mr. Lewis must be wrong in his quotation 
concerning the Divine Voice which proclaims at the end of Kippur, “Go eat thy 
bread with joy,’ &c. It must be, “ No matter how faint yourself, wife and children 
may be, remaio in synagogue to hear the Evening Service, and ¢hen go and eat, &c,” 
This is practically the version of the Midrash as taught in my synagogue, where it 
has been proclaimed from the pulpit that surely a person who can fast 25 hours can 


fast 5 minutes longer. This is a most humane and considerate improvement on the 
Midrash. 


With regard to the prayer concerning dreams, lately ceased to be said in the 
congregations of the constituent synagogues, Mr, Lewis is r ight when he says that 
it was never intended for universal use, But why, Oh why, was this fact never 
announced from the pulpit? For many weary years the Blessing of the Priests 
became a ridiculous farce, owing to the persistency with which the service was 
interrupted by the whole congregation noisily declaring that they “had dreamt a 
dream, and knew not what it portended.” The custom was abolished by the 
congregations, not by their Rabbinical leaders. 


The funuiest reason ever rendered is that given for NIIDIVIIAING, that it is “ to 
guard against inserting the Mezuzah in its case upside down,” Why, these words on 
the Mezuzah are themselves upside down! Besides, would not the word “WY on the 
Mezuzah serve the purpose? The true reasoafor the words, which are names of 
angels, is to be found in Maimonides, who anathematises and declares that they 
have no share in the future world who wrote in the inside of the Mezuzah names 
of angels and incantations, This anathema appears to have been evaded by 
writing the names outside the Mezuzah, and there they are to this day, It is fair to 
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add that these objectionable words form no essential part of the Mezuzah, which is |

I hardly like to enter into the question of the Won the Tephillin. From my 

point of view, the Tephillin themselves area rank superstition, and it is therefore 
hardly worth while entering into so unimportant a point as the letters on their 
outsides. Tephillin are founded on a literal interpretation of a Biblical utterance. 
" Bind them on your hands, and let them be as frontlets between your eyes,” is the 
Biblical way of saying “ Let the commandments of God bethe mainspring of all your 
acts, and be the medium through which you shall regard everything.” But that 
the Almighty should have ordered bits of His Law to be wrapped we in leather 
boxes and worn as amulets, is to attribute to Him unreason. Mr. Lewis may, if he 
likes, believe that the & was specially taught to Moses on Sinai, and that “ we carry 
the initial letter ¥ on our heads in order that we may feel that He is with us 
wherever we may go, so that all the peoples of the earth may see that we are called 
by the name of the Lord.” Mr. Lewis would probably have written the same about 
any other letter of the alphabet had it been found oa the Tephillin ; also may I 
ask why he does not wear his Tephillin in the public streets if the object is that 
all the peoples of the earth may see? Can there be.a viler superstition than that of 
degrading this noble verse, torn from its context, to the purposes of an amulet? 
The preceding verse of Deuteronomy, about “ walking in God's way,” is ignored 
and the practice of virtue inculeated therein, as the cause why * all the peoples of 
the earth may see that we are called by the name of the Lord,’ must give way to 
the wearing of a mechanical contrivance! But what say the authorised exposi- 
tors, such as the Tur, &c., for the’? Only this—that thew represents 300, the 
number of days in the year when Tephillin may be worn’; that the double letter 
can be made to amount to 613, the reputed number of the precepts; and finally, that 
by perinutating the letters of the Tetragrammaton, they can be turned into the 
powerful name Matspats (}*D¥"D), the numerical value of which is 300 = W. The 
readers of the Jewish Chronicle are welcome to adopt either reason; it is of such 
rubbish that superstitions are made. | 

The beating of the willow may have and doubtless has,“ho connection with the 
beating off of sius, but have the people been taught, that being Yom Tov, it is fvr- 
bidden to knock off the leaves? Whose fault is it that they believe that sins may 
b2 so got rid of? And as the mere circumstance that the meaningless custom was 
instituted by the prophets, of which there is no biblical record, is not sufficient 
reason for the observance, the sooner it is abolished the better. 

It is not sufficient to say, with regard to the words 1 "8, that they form part 
of the nameof God of 72 letters. We know no such name, and the mystic jargon of 
the Kabbalists is nothing to us. And there is no evidence whatever in these words 
to prove the connection of Judaism with Kabbala in Biblical times. .The Bible 
knows nothing of the words nor of the name of which they are said to be a part.

_ Mr. H. Guedalla, who came to curse, remains to bless. He considers Mr. 

Samuel's letter in the (“ironiele and the letter which appeared in the Spectator as 
mischievous, but he ends by pointing out other superstitions as absurd’ as those 
with which both writers deal. If Mr. Guedalla’s recommendation be carried out, 
that Mr. Singer's refutation (!) of the article in the Spectator be published and 
“circulated in thousands,” I hope that in fairness the remarks appended hy the 
editor of the Spectator to Mr, Singer’s letter will also be published. A more 
disingenuous refutation I never read. “The merest tyro,” and “every kandbook”’ 
are invoked to give the true reasons about the Shofar. Evidently the writings of 
the Tur and of the Baal Hamappa have ceased to be handbooks. And when, with 
much unction, the prayer preceding the blowing of the Shofar is referred to, the 
verses from the 119th Psalm commencing jOW YP (Confound the Devil) are ecare- 
fully ignored, as well as the invocations to angels. In thecase of dreams, the word 
Synagogue, in the broad sense used by the Spectator, is sought to be narrowed down 


to the dimensions of the United Synagogue of London. A great deal is made of the- 


reverent attitude of the congregation during the Priests’ Blessing, but no reference 
is made to nor explanation given of the names of Heathen deities, which still figure 
in the prayer after that: benediction. The Lilith Myth is spoken of as a very 
curious piece of folk-lore, but no attempt has been made to teach the 
people better. Ihave seen the Lilith Exorcism on the walls of the houses of 
learned Talmudists in London, one of them holding an official position. Curiously 
enough, English Jews, talmudically ignorant, know nothing of Lilith: she is only 
known to natives of talmudically learned countries. ‘The lighted lamp during the 
week of mourning” brings up the omniscient schoolboy, who is to give a rational 
account of the practice, which is given as being based on the verse in Proverbs, “the 
spirit of man is the lamp of the Lord.” When Mr. Singer has studied a little more 


of the folk-lore to which he refers, and has learned more of the origin of customs, 


he will know that Jewish Minhagim are not based on Biblical! verses, but that 
after non-Jewish customs had taken firm hold of the Jewish mind, and became 


intimately associated with Jewish practice, Biblical verses were sought to give. 


them support (NNIDDN). Andif the knocking on the door of the synagogue by 
the first person who enters it is owing to a peculiar application of the verse referring 
to the High Priest’s Entrance into the Sanctuary, then everyone who enters should 
knock, not the first person only. Mr. Singer may not have heard of the custom, but 
it is well-known all over the continent. 

Mr. Samuel has but touched the fringe of the garment. The superstitions 
sanctioned by the synagogue are innumerable, Not very long ago I was in. the 
Bayswater Synagogue, and saw two brothers called to the Law, one after the other 
But they were not called /y name. The officiating clergyman called out in the 
usual formula, “let number 5 come up.” Will it be contended that the “evil eye” is 
unknown to the synagogue ? |

SUPERSTITION AND HOMILETICS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH cARONICLE,”

with make us revereut. If that be the caze, it is a pity thas ths Mezazah is not, 28 

a rule, placed in a position where, taking into consideration the average height of 
men and women, to say nothing of children, it would have a chance of giving our 
eyes the benefit of the inscription, Mr. Lewis will admit that, at pre-ent, the inscrip- 
tion is placed on an elevation where our eyes do not sea it, though it is evidently sup* 
posed to be within the visual range of one on whom, to give him his due proverbially, 
it makes more impression than on us, Again, if we cannot without the help of the 
Yon the Tephilin remember that God is with us wherever we go, I question whether 
it is not worth while taking steps to educate us up to constant memory of this 
elevating truth of somewhat more serions character than placivg the letter U on 
the head. Mr, Lewis’s championship of this particular Y amounts to this, that he 
disproves superstitious origin in order toshew that Judaism, freed from superstition, 
a lows men to persuade themselves that they imbibe religion from the letter stamped 
on the Parchment the virtue of which either penetrates their minds through the 
leather, or, as in the case of the Mezuzah, strikes their eyes lightning-rod fashion, and 
is transmitted straight way to their hearts. And even if Mr, Lewis had not been eo 
hopelessly shipwrecked over homiletical explanations, as many sincere men before 
him, he gains little enough by the establishment of these—to him—reasonable ex- 
planations. If they mean anything at all they amount to nothing better than a 
countenance of the most abject automatism which has, equally with superstition, 
done much to deface the character of some of the most important features of 
Judaism. I regret that in my let’er last week I omitted to mention one indisputable 
custom which it will be equally difficult to dissociate from superstition or connect 
with Judaism, It is a living custom in many, if not in most, synagogues to make a, 
point of calling up the beadle to that part of the Law containing the MMI because 
the majority of the congregation would object to being called up out of dread that 
the scrious diseases and misfortunes mentioned would fall to their own lot. I 
remember when the beadle of the Great Synagogue was actually paid for a/loning 
himself to be cal'ed up. Moreover I know of quite a recent instance where, the 
beadle ef a eynagogue refusing to endanger himself and his family by being called 
up, there was actually a break of some daration in the synagogue service. It is not 
so long since this portion was read in synagogue, and it would be interesting to 
know in how many cases deference was paid to this reprehensible instance of 
dominant superstition. 

Mr. Gvelalla calls Mr. Stuart M. Samuel a corelizgionist with tho air of a man 
who is making a really charitable concession. It is as well that he should know 
that there are many Jews and Jewesses to whom, as to Mr, Gue lalla himself, the 
p'inciples of Judaism are very dear, though the en -reachments of superstitions are 
very distasteful. I hope, Sir, that our Judaism is calculated to make us better men 
and women, not through our fears and superstitions, bat through our better feelings, 
I would not frighten men into being religious, but by impressions male upon their 
hearts and intelligence would win them from thuse many obstacles which beset the 
path of life thickly enough even when what are rightly or wrongly termed super- 
stitions are removed. What I entcr my protest against is not the wrongheadedness 
of the victims of superstition so much as the manner in which they have usurped 
the monopoly of what they call “ Jiidischkeit,” without admitting that such a thing 
can exist in one combination as

Tuers are times when grave public questions of general import apply as 
much to our community as to the country at large, and it becomes those who 
comment on Jewish matters to take into consideration more general pro- 
blems. The subject to which we give the above heading does not apply more 
particularly to the Jewish community, but it seems to us to lie at the root of 
much of the social discontent of the time, and old Jewish precept and _prac- 
tice have lessons to convey that have a wider application than the Jewish 
community. | 

“ The old order changeth giving place to new,” and one of the greatest 
characteristics of the new order is the ever widening gulf between the rich 


and poor that finds its greatest expression in large cities. The older order’ 


knew of the distinction between rich and poor ; in‘a certain way it was more 
familiar with the distinction since poor and rich dwelt side by side, Nowa- 
days whole quarters of large towns are occupied solely by the poor, while 
other districts are inhabited almost solely by the well-to-do. It is obvious 
that a grave social danger lies ir. this complete isolation of the two classes. 
Of course we all recognise that the poor suffer by it, but it is equally true, 
though not so obvious, that the rich also suffer in their views of life and 
attitude towards its problems. It is not well for man to dwell alone nor is it 
well that any class of men should dwell in isolation. Not to speak- of the 
monotony of life that is produced for rich as well as for poor by only mixing 
in their leisure hours with persons of the same social standing, they have 
their sympathies atrophied by disuse, and they become less men by absence 
of opportunity of meeting with their fellow-men. There is a tendency to 
measure men by “what they are worth” in which is expressed the most narrow 
and Philistine view of what worth is, It is not merely the absence of sym- 
pathy that we deplore: it is the absence of communion that makes the rich 
so often less human than the poor, so much more a congeries of convention- 
alities instead of a warm living personality. | 

Jewish practice has hitherto avoided this danger by its careful 
avoidance of abstract and merely sentimental humanitarianism on the one 
side and of social selfishness on the other. Lvery Jew hitherto has con- 
sidered himself equal to every other Jew—if not better, add the humourists. 
And the claim has been admitted on both sides. The mere externalities of 
social position did not affect their common Judaism. Very often the poor 
Jew had had greater opportunities of learning than the rich one, and his 
visit was a means of introducing a truer form of culture into the house of 
the wealthy. The ruling idea of such communion was that euch man had 
his claims to recognition as a man, the one by his learning, the other by his 
more practical ability. | 

There are many among our readers who can remember instances of true 
friendship of this kind. And the influence of these friendships spread wider 
than the participators in them : The children of the well-to-do were brought 
up to recognise the claims of humanity in their father’s friend. The notion 
of charity was not associated with mere money-giving. It was combined 
with that of Justice as the Hebrew term for charity involves. | 

It is perhaps too much to hope to see the communion revived at the 


present day, Judaism is kept alive by its religious object lessons, and this. 


was one of the most impressive. But other means of culture are nowadays 
accessible, though these may merely refine the mind and leave the heart 
colder and less expansive than in the older days. That is no reason why 
some effort should not be made after the Jewish ideal of communion with 
fellow Jews. This effort would naturaily come if Jews were as careful 
of the way they spend their money as of the way they make it. There are 
stringent, moral, and social laws about the manner in which men may 
rightfully earn money. There is scarcely any social sanction about the way 


in which they spend it. True in extreme instances of riotous living the world 


looks with some disapproval upon the waste, though even this is thought 
natural in the young. But “hospitality” — giving oneself and one’s friends 
good dinners and the like—is regarded almost as a virtue for which the 
possessor of the quality should be regarded as one of the best of men. There 
is so much truth in this that hospitality includes consideration for others as. 
well as oneself, but to consider that by this means one fulfils the whole duty 
of man towards his fellow-men is a direct outcome of the isolation of which 
we spoke where only the fellow rich are regarded as our fellow-men. 

The obvious remedy for this narrowness in money-spending is to ex- 
tend the sphere of communion with our fellow men. If we add that this 
extension should naturally take first the direction of greater communion with 
the Jewish poor, it is because the capacities of such communion are limited, 


and it is the true policy to concentrate sympathy, not diffuse it. The philan- 
thropist has been cynically defined as one whose charity increases directly 
with the square of the distance. The hackneyed quotation, “ charity begins 
at home,” is true, notwithstanding that it is so hackneyed. If we have 
spoken in terms of praise of the old Jewish custom of communion with 
fellow Jews, it is because we are convinced that it is the secret of true 
charity to restrict the circle of its influence in the first place, trusting to the 
natural process for its extension. Experience has shown that Jews 
who were most known for their Jewish charity, were equally distinguished 
for charity outside their own body. 7 

How do you spend your money ? is a question which most people would 
find more difficult to answer than how they earned it. And in many in- 
stances a retrospect of how they had spent their money would convince 
many of their neglect of the moral claims-of their position when they reflect 
on the happiness they could have given—and shared—by money wasted on 
amusement that did not amuse, they may be more prepared in the future to 
be as careful of their outgoings as they are of their income. The moral law 
‘applies as well to one as the other, and is more often transgressed in expen- 
diture than in earnings. 

The obligations of the rich are nowadays being forced upon their atten- 
tion by rougher methods than sermons. We do not believe in good pro- 
duced by terrorism, but we beliéve that there is a general quickening of the 
moral sense in the relations of the various classes of society that must tend 
towards a closer communion between the classes than hitherto. The secret 
was once possessed by all Jews, and they have nowadays merely to recover 
the tradition of their fathers. And the form which this reversion might take 
is evidently conditioned by the considerations we have made above, Closer 
communion with our fellow-men, and in the first instance with our fellow-Jews, 
must result from paying the same attention and attributing the game moral 
importance to money-spending as to money-making.

would tend to dissipate the prejudice still lingering in certain minds that Jews do 
not become artizans and mechanics. The idea was readily accepted by the Com- 
mittee, and subsequently developed, as mentioned in a recent number of the 
Jewish Chronicle, into the larger scheme of a general Metropolitan Apprentices’ 
Exhibition.

Council of the United Synagogue will be held on Tuesday next. The business on 
the agenda for the consideration of the meeting includes the election of gentlemen 
to fill the vacancies among the honorary officers.

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MORAL COURAGE, 


A SERMON DELIVERED BY THE REV, 8 SINGER, IN THE 8ST, PETERSBURGH PLACE 
SYNAGOGUE, ON ocTOBER .22, 1887, | 


© Noah was a righteous man, blameless in his generation: Noah walked with God,’ 


In the Midrash on this verse adiscussion is recorded between two Rabbis as to 
the degree of commendation sought to be expressed by the text. One is of opinion that 
it is at best but faint praise. To be accounted a righteous manina vicious age is not 
saying much for the subject of this landatory notice. When all flesh had corrupted 
its way before the Lord, and every thought and imagination of man’s heart was only 
evil all theday, a man might be considered righteous and even blameless, to whom 
in a worthier age, in the generation that included a Moses or a Samuel, a much 
lower position would be assigned. “ Among the blind,” says an old proverb, which 
like so many others has its counterpart in the Midrash, “ the one-eyed is a king.” 

Another doctor takes exactly the opposite view. If in such anage,amid such 
surroundings, Noah was a blameless man, unshaken in his integrity, preferring to 
walk with God, though none else was on his side, what might he not. have been in 
the generation of a Moses ora Samuel! The balsam that retains its fragrance after 
having been left amid putrifying matter, must be the best of its species. The 


person whose good name reraains untarnished, though he dwells in a society of dis- . 


reputables, manifests a strength of character of no ordinary kind,and can never suffer 
from comparison with those more favourably situated. 


There seems hardly room (o doubt that the latter of these two views is the just | 


one. Surely it must be an easier task to be just and upright -even to lead the life 
which is expres:ed by that striking phrase walking with God ’—when all around 
you are of the same mind, than to stand by yourself, and in spite of, it may be in 
opposition to whatever others may think and say and do, to cling firmly to your own 
principles. For courage, moral as well as physical courage, is a very different thing 
in the mass and in the individual, The corporate courage of a mobin conflict with 
a handful of representatives of public order is a remarkable thing; but itis apt to 
ooze away when the mob is split up into sections or into units. Every regiment of 
soldiers probably contains some men who are timid hy nature; yet they do not give 


any signs of fear: they are infected by the bravery of their companions ; they show- 


themselves courageous because others are so, But when the ranks are wavering, 
when panie scizes upon the troops, when some have fallen on the field, and others try to 
save themselves by flight. orby going over to the enemy—then to remain unmoved 
by what is going on around you, to stick to your guns, to hold fast and rear aloft 
the flag that has been confided toyour care, until the commander recalls you—this 
it is that tries a man’s courage, and these are the occasions that tell what sort of 
metal the soldier is made of. And so,if a man leads a life of integrity, of honour, | 
of purity, of religion, when corruption, and dishonour and irreligion mark the lives 
of other men; if we find him walking with God while the rest turn away from Him, 
we may be sure that such a one is a man after God's own heart, for that he has 
achieved the supreme victoryin the. great moral battle we are all called into this 
world to fight. 

It is well that a type of character like this should be held clearly before our 
minds, and permitted to exert its influence in the moulding of our own character. 
Which of us has not at ‘some time or other been placed ia some such _ position, 
where, if “f spoke and acted as our hearts. dictated, we should. find ourselves at 
variance, 1fneot in cirect couflict with the little circle that practically forms our 
word, with those who for us are the tone-giving multitude. We deliberate, we hold 
back, we compromise, we surrender, And this not from any innate inclination to 
evil but from a timidity to oppose our better selves to the bold tyranny which 
the multitude can always exercise. We have not the moral courage to be thought 
singular; we conform to a standard sct up by others, not because in our souls we 
are satisfied with it, but bceause we are more afraid of being despised by others for 
diss: nting from their principles than of being condemned for deserting our owa by 
the diviue judge enthroned in our breast. 

Has not this been the history of the fall of Many a bright spirit, who might 
have lightened the world instead ef having been darkened and corrupted by it! A 
young man, we wil suppose, leaves his parents’ house and enters the world to hew 
cut a path for himself. He mingles with a class of society which has a code of 
honour and morality all its own, Perhaps he feels an instinctive repugnance to 
what he sees and hears; but he is not going to be better than his companions; he 
is not going to play the saint in an assemblage where saintliness is not a conspicuous 
feature ; he is ashamed to expose himself to the criticism and the ridicule of the 
majority, and he falls in with a course of life and conduct that at the first aroused 
within his own loyal soul a fecling of disgust with himself, 

Or imagine another not uncommon case. There seems ever a mysterious 
attractiveness in the exainple of those who find in gambling a substitute for living 
and enjoying life like human beings. Once admitted a member of such a 
circle, and the difficulty of supporting principles of your ownis well nigh insupera- 
ble. You cannot be meaner than the rest, nor less enterprising than they, nor less ven- 
turesome. The multitude has you in its toils, less because it has put out its strength 
to capture you than because you have exposed all your weakness and timidity in 
contending with it. And so one might multiply instances. : 

What is true in the ordinary social relations of men to one another, 
is true im a more eminent degree in our relations as Jews to the 
rest of the world. There the influence of mere numbers upon the weak-prin- 
cipled members of our race and faith is seen in its worst form. The scarcely 
decent haste, that is often exhibited to drop all that is distinctive, and honourably 
distinctive in our inheritance, 3,000 years old, is one of the most. deplorable signs of 
our times, The old proverbial stiff-neckedness of Israelites (by no means a quality of 
unmixed evil), has been exchanged for a policy of perpetual and almost servile com- 
pliance. And why is that? Because, as one main reason, there is a lack of moral 
backbone and moral fibre among so many of them: they have an unconqterable 
aversion, not to doing wrong, but to being thought wrong. to being imagined at 
Variance with the code, whatever that might be, of their neighbours. It is not a 
quespon with them of abstract right and wroug, but of what the multitude, among 
whom they happen to come and go, votes right and wrong. Thus it is that a 
standard of false shame and false pride is set up, and leads its followers to moral 
cisaster and defeat. Yes, brethren, and sometimes to material disaster and defeat. 
Are Jews most respected in those parts of the world where they are most indifferent 
to their own creed and its injunctions? I doubt. it. they try to conquer admira- 
tion by showing how loosely Judaism hangs upon them, and they earn the contempt 
of the very people to whom they seck to recommend themselves by their servility. 
Curiously enough, the god whom they worship despises them for the abject 
homage they render him, Pre 

Now the whole existence and mission of Israel is a protest against the idea that 
the accident of numbers is to be regarded as decisive in shaping the higher forms of 
human conduct, Isracl is in a minority among the nations; the steadfast followers 
of Israel's law are a minority among their own people. But what of that? 
and wrong have nothing to do with numbers, They are founded upon an eternal 
and immutable basis of theirown. Trath does not become falsehood because the 
inultitude is against you, nor falsehood truth because the multitude is with you, 
Unless we mistake the meaning of our Bible from beginning to end, what is it all. 
but one sustained refutation of the theory that’ numbers in themselves are a guide 
as to either the truth or the right? Why, there is not one illustrious figure of all 
deathless pages of the Book, but was in intellectual or 
i al contict with the majority of their contemporaries, Enoch, .Noah 
Abraham, Moses. - the witnesses might be cited by the score, Do you suppose 
prophets, in whom the Divine fire burned, had the majority on their side? The 
majority imprisoned them, persecuted them, slew them, The more they walked

with God in their generation, the more their generation hated them. But they 
keot on their course undeterred, and their work endures longer than their lives, 

' It is this species of bravery which we need to ‘cultivate in our day, and to 
encourage by precept and example in our children, All else that we do in fitting 
ourselves o* them for the battle of life is trifling in comparison with this. The 

armour we put on may be ever so precious and have cost everso muchin the making, 
but whether it is to be of real use or not depends upon the heart that beats beneath. 
We shall never reach the true Jewish ideal until we have made the better choice 
b tween the right and the many; until we have resolved to walk with God in our 
geieration, aye, and in defiance of onr generation, if need be ; until we have learnt in 
Milton's glorious phrase to “hate the cowardice of doing wrong, and are content 
if it should have to be said of us. “ Amid the faithless, faithful only he.” 

But, dear friends, the development of the patriarch’s history illustrates another 
side of this solemn lesson. Try to realisé to yourselves the progress of those 
terrible events related in our Sedrah. The people among whom Noah had lived 
have allowed 120 years of warning to pass by unnoticed. When example and habit 
have driven Wisdom forth, years do not necessarily bring her back again, They 
must have seen the patriarch long busy in constructing his huge life-boat, for the 
ark could not have been built in a corner nor could it have been built in a day, 


They give no heed. At last they awaken to a sense of their perilous 
condition, They begin to think that it is a real deluge after all 
that is coming upon them. In their despair they would snatch at 


anything, they would hold fast to one another; but what help can they lend 
who are themselves doomed to perish? They climb every eminence; but where is 
the heieht that man can reach, where the hand of God cannot overtake him? Per- 
haps they take refuge in craft of their own construction ; but thesc are not designed 
on the right principle and cannot withstand the conflicting torrents that burst 
simultaneously from below and from above. And amid all this scene of confusion, 
horror, and rain - calmly and majestically floats the ark with its living freight, and 
outrides the storm and flood. May not all this have been intended to serve as a 
suggestive imave of the difference that sooner or later will show itself in the life 
of him who walks with his God in spite of the world, and of him who gors 
with the world in spite of his God ? The one begins by being the sport of every wind 
and wave, and ends—a mournful and a warning wreck.—The other surveys in 
safety, though surely not unmoved, the catastrophe he has done his best to hinder, 
but in which, at least, he is not involved. Earth may discharge all its. terrors ; 
they aifricht him not. The windows of heaven may be opened ; they pour down no 
wrath upon hin, dle has walked with his God : now God shuts the door in safety 
after him, Sotrue is it that, “when the whirlwind passeth, the wicked is no more ; 
but the righteous is an everlasting foundation.”

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BUCHAREST, 20TH OCTOBER, 1887. 
Bad, worse than anyone can possibly imagine, is the condition of the Roumanian 
Jews in general, and it is becomivg more seriou; still every day. The Government 
of M. Bratiano, by the exceptional laws with which a servile Parliament has armed 
it, has deprived the Jews of every means of gaining their daily bread. The misery 


among them is therefore indescribable, 


immense numter of families, consi-ting of five, six, and even eight children, 
inhabit underground dwellings, and the children wander aboat semi naked, and 
often bare-footed ia the bitterest cold, with scarcely any nourishment except maize. 
It is this terrible situation which lcads to so many epidemics that carry off number- 
less victime. Can one believe in the existence of such misery? And yet it is the 
condition to which thousands of Jewish famiiies are reluced by M. Bratiano, who is 
thus taking his revezge forthe injury which, according t> him, the Alliance Israclite 
Universelle did to Roumania at the Berlin Congress in 1878, and for the reproach 
cast on his Government through th> iaterpellatious which Biron Heury de Worms, 
speaking in the na ne of ths Eazlish Jews, aldress:d to our Goverumeuton behalf 
of the oppressed Jews in th? former Danubian principal t es, 

As the description given atove of the Jews may appear exaggerated, I assert 
that I have been an eye-witness of all their sufferings on a recent journey through 
Moldavia ; and if any of our coreligionists in London wishes to convince himself of 
the truth of my statements, he has but to come here, and I myself will conduct him 
through tie country and bring him face to face with miseries even more frightful, 

In order that our Prime Minister may more easily achieve his object of extir- 
pating the Jews without having recourse to blood-shed, he makes use of s:veral 
means, the one more pervers? than the other, One of thes? means is the formation of 
anti-Semitic societies which in turn form others to which are given the names of Eco- 
nomical, National, or Co-operative Associations, and these, opealy eacourayedl by the 
Government, carry 01 an unceasing propaganly azainst us in the press or by word 
of mouth, thereby maintaining the existence of implacable hatre lazainst everything 
that is Jewish, and envenoming the minds of Christians to a bitter exient, Our 
unfortarate coreligionists thus find no pity anywhere, not even amcngst those of 
their fellow-citizens of other creeds to whom they in formcr times rendered great 
services. Hence also they do not mect with justice in any part of tne country, 

Another means for getting rid of the Jews is the law of April 7th, ISL for the 
expulsion of vagrant foreigners and of such other foreigners who may be dangerous 
to the security of the State. The Jews having been declired strangers by the law, 
they are at every moment threater 1 with banishment. They are being expelled the 
country day after cay on various pretexts, without the slightest consideration being 
shown for those who have large families and who are completely ruined by being 
obliged to leave with their affairs in disorder and the deb‘s justly due to them 
unpaid; for it 8s the policy of the Government to enrich the Christi:ns at the 
expense of the eaws, Even those who have served under the flag on the field of 
battle and who have poured ont their bioed for the glory, the honour, and the 
independence of the fatherland, are not spared from expulsion and from all manner 
of persecution on the part of those chargel with the admiai-tration of justice. 

In their idespair those Jews who ‘have th) power todo so, voluntarily 
expatriate themselves and emigra'e wherever they can, particularly to neighbour- 
ing countriea, such a3 Servia, Balgaria, Huogary, Bosiia, and Herzegovina, 
Bukowina, and even to Western Europe and the United Sates of America, in order 
that they may save the little tiat remains to them :and live in !peace w th their 
families by their industry and the sweat of their brow. 

As, following the example of Austria-{fungary, Germany, Rassia, Turkey, and 
the minor European powers will, from ths first of January next, withdraw their 
protection from all their profeyés in Roumania, who are not actual subjects, fresh 
misfortunes are in store for the Jews, who will then be abandoned to the tender 
mercy of M. Bratiano, Already the Minister of War has given orders tor the 
enrolment io the army and the Militia of youny men, between 21 and 30 years of 
age, no matter wnat may be their nationality or religion. . 

The Jews do not refuse to enrol themselves or to fight for their country ,but com- 


plain of the unjust law, which coademns them t» remain privates for ever, and debars _ 


them from all promotion however brave thoy may be, simply becanse they do not 
profess Christianity. Ths more 80 is this the case since they are aware thst even 


after sacrificing their blool; they, wiil continue on being released from military 


service, to be considered as pariahs, and to be ill- treatel like their other coe 
religionists without any compensation being given them for their sicrifices, 
Nevertheless, they do not hesitate to serve in the army with the utmost devotion, 


in the hope that the fatherland which is so ungrateful to them at present will one | 


day return the better sentiments towards them. 

I am not aware how much truth there is in the rumour that Baron de Hirsch 
has given a colossal amount for the promotion of education in certain countries, 
including my own, Bat it would be a glorious thing if an English philanthropist 
would devote one tenth of the Baron’s gift to further the emigration of Jews from 
Roumanuia, We entertain the firm conviction that when 10,000 Jews sha'l have 
quitted the country at one blow, the Government and the population wiil seriously 
reflest on the damage they are infleting on their ciuntry, and will desist from 
their cruel measures against their Jewish fellow subjects. Jn any case such a step 


would be a great benefit, as much for those who leave as for those who remain 
behind, 
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THE MESSIANIC IDEA IN JUDAISM. 
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BY THE REV. S. SINGER. 


A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY, 


It is, however, in the anticipations of every kind of calamity and the last 
extremes of misfortune, as well as of the utter corruption and degeneracy of Israel 
andthe world, all which events are to precede the advent of Messiah, that one 
perceives how deep a gloom oppressed at times the most hopeful spirits. The 
conviction rooted itself and spread abroad that things would be much worse before 
they would take a turn for the better. Messiah will not see the light of day before 
the mwonsan, the pangs of the Messianic birth, have been first endured, It is 
noteworthy that while the apocalyptic literature, when treating of those far-off 
times, dwells by preference upon dread signs and portents in nature,—such as earth- 
quakes and conflagrations, the sun shining by night and the moon by day, blood 
dropping from wood, and stones giving forth a voice, swords drawn across the 
heavens, and troops of soldiers marching through the clouds—the rabbinical 
writings emphasize rather such sorrowful signs as the decadence and confusion of 
all principles and a deep and wide-spread depravity. All social and moral | 
bonds are snapped asunder. ‘“ At the heels, or in the  foot-prints of 
Messiah, Insolence will be triumphant and Pride prevail. The vine will 

give its fruits, yet wine will be dear (there will be many drunkards). 

The governing powers will turn themselves to heresy. There will be 

no reproof. The house cf assembly (the synagogue) will be used for 

vile purposes. Galilee will be destroyed, and Gablan laid waste, and the men of 

Gebul wander from city to city, and find no favour, The wisdom of the scribes will 

be abhorred, and those who fear sin despised, aud truth will fail. Boys will make 

the colour come and go in the faces of old men. The old will rise up before the 

young. The son puts the father to shwme, the daughter rises against her 

mother, the daughter-in-law against the mother-in-law. The enemies of a man are 
the members of his own household. The face of that generation is like the face of 

the dog. Whom have we then on whom to rely? Our Father who is in Heaven!” 
(Sotah ix., 15, and Sanhed, 97a). In a similar strain the following is conceived. 
Judges will cease in Israel ; traitors will multiply, and students of the law 
diminish ; universal poverty will prevail, and the redemption be despaired of : then 
the son of David will come. In the generation in which the son of David comes 
the disciples of the wise shall diminish, and as to others, their éyes shall fail them 
by reason of sorrow and groaning. Many evils and cruel decrees will be renewed. 
While the first is being appointed, the second hasteneth to come. (Ibid). 

But, gloomy as these forebodings were, those who uttered them never meant by 
such language to preach the Gospel of despair. It served as the dark background 
that threw up, but the more brightly the radiant figure of Messiah.—Seest thou an 
age pining and dwindling away—hope for him, for soit is written (2. Sam., xxii. 28): 
An afflicted people Thou wilt save. Seest thou a generationiwhom many troubles 
overwhelm as a flood, hope for Aim, for so itis written (Isaiah lix., 19, 20): When 
the enemy shall come in like a flood, the spirit of the Lord shall lift up a standard 
against him, and the Redeemer shall come unto Zion (Sanhed. 98a). Still more 
- emphatic is the declaration of faith in Shir. Rab. (end of AINA): If thou sbest 
generation after generation reviling and blaspheming, look then for traces of the 
Messiah, forso it is said (Psalms Ixxxix., 51) : ‘* Remember Lord the revilings where- 
with thine enemies have reviled the steps of thine anointed,” following immediately 
upon which it is said: “Blessed be the Lord for ever and ever” (52). All these 
passages go but to show that though their authors knew something of the evil 
side of human nature and were prepared for even worse than they knew, they did 
not allow the issue of the great struggle between hope and fear, that has to be 
fought out in every human breast, to remain long in doubt for them. To their 
thinking also, “ When need is highest, Then aid is nighest.” God had not abdicated : 


Lord having to make experience of sorrow, that is opposed to Judaism, as that his 
sorrow isto be the atonement for the sins ‘of those whom he is to deliver. To the 
formation of the highest type of character,some acquaintance with grief is necessary: 
but that God should bargain for the agonies of one man asa compensation for the 
sins of all other men, is no less opposed to Judaism than it is revolting to the dic- 
tates of uncorrupted reason. We may therefore pass by the doctrine of a suffering 
Messiah and of a Messiah son of Joseph, as the offspring of that mystical school, in 
which the union of intense religious enthusiasm with a defective judgment was 
productive of results involving at. times no little danger to that very religion it 
meant to honour and exalt. | | 
In this same mystical school originated also the doctrines of the pre-existence 
and concealment of Messiah. Pesachim, 54a, includes his name among the seven > 
things created before the world was called into being (Beresch. See also 
Rab. I., Pirké d’ R. Eliezer 3, and the Targum on Is. ix. 5). Probably nothing 
more was meant than that the Messiah had a place in the original scheme of God 
for the welfare of the beings He was about to create. Glancing with the eye of 
omniscience into the most distant future, He perceived what would be the crowning 
need of humanity, and provided for it. Other writers went further than this, and 
conceived him as being actually in existence from the creation of the world (Mid. 
Proverbs 67c),as living in Paradise with Elijah even to the present day (Kolbo 237a 
and Abodath Hakkodesch 43), weeping over the deferred hopes of Israel, and 
being visited, now by the patriarchs'and other holy men, who seek to comfort him 
in the delayed fulfilment of his mission, now by sinners like Korah and his com- 
panions, who anxiously enquire when the hoped-for deliverance to be effected through 
him is to take place, The uncritical knowledge, that so long prevailed, of the Bible 
may have laid the foundation for these and other vagaries. There was the remark 
of Micah regarding the ruler who was to spring from Bethlehem (chap. v. 1), which 
of course only meant that his descent should be a very ancient,one. There was the 
vision in Daniel vii. 17 equally misunderstood —concerning a son of man who comes 
with the clouds of heaven—clearly representing [srael in contrast to the beasts who 
figure for the other earthly powers. These would provide a starting point on the road of 
error, along which it is always easier to advance than to retrace one’s steps. Indeed 
the misconceptions to which Daniel gave rise are traceable already in the apocalyptic 
literature, both pre-and post-Christian, notably in the book of Enoch and 4th Ezra 
There is, however, more than one sense in which the pre-existence of the Messiah 
may be more readily admitted. On the hypothesis—a favourite one in rabbinical 
literature (to which Friedmann on Pesikta 37 draws attention) —that the souls of 
all men were called into being before the creation of Adam, and that each was 
from the first destined to inhabit a certain body, the union taking place at birth, 
one can conceive how Messiah also had a premundane existence. One is reminded 
how the gulf that divides rabbinical from English literature is bridged by a com- 
mon philosophy older than either : 
Our birth is but a sleep and a forgetting : 

The soul that rises with us, our life's star, 

Hath had elsewhere its setting, 

And cometh from afar: 

Not in entire forgetfulness, 

And not in utter nakedness, 

Bat trailing clouds of glory do we come 

From God, who is our home, 
Or we may say: in the benign purposes of God, Messiah lives from of old. God 
would not be what He is, were it otherwise. We go our way, unconscious of the 
ripening seed beneath our feet ; we pursue our narrow aims, ignorant of the conse- 
quences to which they may lead. Meanwhile the Guardian of Israel relaxes not 
His watchfulness, his eye penetrating to the end of all generations, and his almighty 
hand shaping all things to His own ends. This thought you may see finely expressed 
in the Midrash (Ber. Rab. 85) on the passage, “and Judah went down to Adullam.”: | 
Judah was occupied in taking unto himself a wife; the Holy One, blessed be He, 
was occupied in creating the light of King Messiah. And thus it happened that 
before the birth of Israel’s first persecutor (Pharaoh), his last deliver was born— 


‘ 


: and the conviction dominated their souls, that His over-ruling Providence must 
Hi ultimately subdue all men and things to His own beneficent plan. | 


Somewhat akin to this branch of our subject, which deals with the misfortunes 
that are to precede the Messianic age, is the question whether the conception of the 
3 Messiah himself as a sufferer has any true and permanent foundation in Judaism. 
4 We know how enormous a superstructure has been built upon it. That the idea is to 
| be met with in a few out-of-the-way places in Judaism, is not to be denied.

Now I do not conceive it our duty to defend everything that has been written 
by Jewa in the Hebrew, or Aramaic, or any other tongue, I suppose the literature 
of a people has to swallow its proverbial peck of dust, just like any mother’s son 
among us, in this dusty world of ours.

Bockel he had sought to arouse class hatred, and particularly hatred against the 
Jews. He now threatens to bring the action of the Hessian Government before the 
Reichstag, ; 

MOROCCO, 

The Réveil du Maroc gives full details of the intolerant proceedings to which 
we referred last week and which occurred at the Commemorative Mass celebrated at 
the Roman Catliolic Spanish Mission Church in Tangier for the repose of the soul of 
Signor Scovasso, late Italian Minister to Morocco, A number of Jews, including 
some Rabbis, were present at the service on the official invitation of the Italian 
Legation. Among them were a few who were apparently unaware that it is the 
custom to uncover in a Christian place of worship ; but on being informed of their 
error by a Franciscan Father they immediately bared their heads. Not content with 
this submission, however, the priest ordered them to leave the church, alleging that 


it was no place for Jews; Naturally indignant at this insult, they left in a body.. 


and formed a group before the entrance. The Italian Consul at once protested agaist 
the unjustifiable conduct of the priest, and an Attaché of the Legation begged the 
aggrieved Jews to re-enter the church, but the majority refused, after the insult they 
had received, to comply with this request. The entire population of Tangier, without 
distinction of nationality or creed, blames the Franciscan Father for his fanaticism. 


ROUMANIA. 

Our Jassy correspondent wrote on the 19th inst.: You have doubtless been 
made acquainted from other quarters with the details of the contested will of the 
late Jonas Goldenberg who emigrated from this city in 1861, and amassed wealth in 
Burmah and later in London. T forbear, therefore, from entering into particulars, 
but will content myself with reporting the result of the action taken 
by the deceased's brothers and sisters, nine in number, living here. Through Messrs. 
Wright and Wright, Solicitors in London, they contested the validity 
of their late brother’s will, on the ground that according to Roumanian law he could 
only alienate from the rightful heirs a third of his property. The English legal 
commission which came over here to identify the claimants and to investigate their 
case, have arranged a compromise with the family. According to this arrangement 
each of ‘the nine brothers andi sisters will receive the sum of £2,100, Dr, Adolph 
Stern, of Bucharest, successfully mediated in the affair. 


JEWISH WORKING MEN’s CLuB.—On Sunday evening last the half-yearly 
general meeting of the members of the Jewish Working Men’s Club was held at 
the Institation, Great Alie Street, Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., President in the 
Chair. The Chairman in opening the meeting eaid that during the preceding half 
year the Club had been renovated and superior accommodation had been provided 
for the members. He had learned with pleasure of the formation of several 

inor clubs in connection with the parent Institution, particularly the Swimming 
and Fishing Clubs, the former of which was being carried on with marked success, 
He would suggest the formation of a class for instruction in first aid to the 
injured under the auspices of the St. John’s Ambulance Association. Being 
impressed with the.importauce and advantages of such a knowledge, he had been 


in communication with Mr. J. Dundas Grant who would conduct a class of fifty 


pupils, and he would have much pleasure in bearing the expense of the first couree 
(Cheers). Since the Institution had been opened the experience of the managers 
had pointed to the expediency of the revision of the rules of the Club. The 
Chairman then read the revised rules which were with some few alterations 
unanimously adopted, and the meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the 
Chair.—On Monday evening the third session of the Debating Society in connec- 


' tion with the Club was opened witha debate by Mr. J. M. Lissack, junior, who 


moved a resolution favouring the abolition of the oath in all matters other than 
religious ceremonies, There was a large attendance, and after a spirited debate the 
resolution was carried.—On Wednesday evening a display in swimming was held 
under the auspices of the Swimming Club at the Goulston Street Baths, The 
programme included an “aquatic entertainment’’ by Mr. Marquis Bibbero, the 
teacher of swimming to the Club, assisted by several pupils among them being 
the Misses Joel, who gave a_ clever exhibition of saving life from 
drowning. The races included the final heat in one hundred yards race for a 
Challenge Cup, presented by Sir John Staples (won by Mr. J. Samuels) ; sixty-six 
yards’ novice race, for prize given by Mr. L. A. Isaacs (won by Mr. P. Bernstein) ; 
sixty-six yards’ race (on back) for prize given by Mr. Coleman Jonas (won by Mr. 
L. Bowman); a prize for the best plunge given by Mr. Lissack (won by Mr. 
A. Phillips), There was also an exhibition of fast swimming and a medal pre- 
sented by Mr. L. Bowman for a 33 yards scratch race (won by Mr, M. Levy).

©. Billing, Lieutenant Birkett, Messrs. J. C. McDonald, La Riviere, Stuart M. 
Samuel, Brady, Tarling, Louis Mentagu, Savage, Widdicombe, Feldman, and Van 
Thal. Afterthe usual loyal toasts had been proposed and the toast of ‘ The Immor- 


tal Memory of Admiral Nelson’ had been drunk in silence, the Chairman, who | 


‘was very warmly received, rose to propose the toast of the evening, “ Prosperity to 
the Spitalfields Benevolent Society.” In the course of his remarks he referred to 
the fact that the Society had been formed at the time of the commercial 
crisis which followed the great French war, when the distress caused through the 
financial disasters resulting from it was far-reaching and widespread, but far from 
being men of war as their name implied, the members of that Society had “turned 
their swords into plough-shares and their spears into pruning-hooks,” and the only: 
battle in which they engaged was the glorious one of the assistance of those who 
had to straggle for existence. The Socicty had the great and exceptional claim upon 
the support of the public, that its work was carried on entirely honorarily, so that 
no money was swallowed up in expenses, wh'lst the funds were administered by 
the residents of the locality themselver, who often knew much better where assis- 
tance was needed than any Charity Organization Society or Board of Guardians 
could, In conclusion he hoped that those present ‘that day would do their duty.” 
The Rey, R. C, Billing in proposing “ The Visiting Friends,” referred to the well- 
kaown benevolence of the Chairman, Mr, 8, Riches, one of the Honorary Secretaries, 
announced a list of donations amounting to £140, being a large increase upon the 
sum received last year. During the evening a selection of music was performed 
by Messrs. Glover, Grey, and Lovett. The arrangements at the Jewish table, under

Hanover GaLLery.—At the Hanover Gallery, which is rising more and more 
in popular estimation, one of the chief attractions amongst the sculpture is Mr. 
Ansel Leo’s large single figure, ‘‘ Euphrosyne,”’ occupying the place of honour. 
The lithe figure of the young goddess is cast into bold relief against the drapery 
she has just thrown off, but the correctness of outline and clever modelling admirably 
sustain the test to which the difficulties of the pose submits them. It may bo 
open to doubt whether the face be efficiently idealised for one so ethereal, but 
the lines of the limbs are of such delicacy that not even a goddess would wish 
to disown them. Mr. Ansel Leo is developing a power which becomes more 
accentuated in each work he accomplishes. The views of Venice in this exhibi- 


tion by Miss A. Brandeis are quite remarkable. The atmosphere of the ‘‘ Queen of 


the Adriatic” has seldom been rendered with more truth and vigoar. 


SyDNEY.—A picture, “ Park Fields,” by Mr. J. E. Jacobs (who has been on a short 
visit to Australia), has been purchased by the Trustees of the National Art Gallery 
of NewSouth Wales. The oil painting is greatly praised in theart circles of Sydney, 


TEACHING Music TO BEGINNERS.—It is but a few years since it was almost 

invariably, and even now it is fur too frequently, the refined quintessence of torture 
to the musical ear to listen to a beginner’s investigation of the powers of the piano- 
forte, even when the resultant waves of sound were deadened by first passsing through 
a wall of nine inch good brick, Children’s practising on the much enduring instru- 
ment possessed additional horrors beyond those naturally arising out of monotony of 
subject and unskilfulness of treatment : these additions being imported by the method 
of instruction of the artless (in a double sense) teacher. But the great and flourish- 
ing music schools, not to speak of their less imposing imitations, are solid evidence 
of the truer comprehension of music, as of other arts, that is spreading through this 
country. The sound principles and admirable methods of the best teachers, broaden 
slowly, but surely, downwards : so that thoroughness and effectiveness is constantly 
impressed, by precept not less than by example, even on those who have to do wit 
the most rudimentary portions of art-training. Time was when teachers only too 
readily supported the desire of uncultivated parents to have a speedy return for their 
expenditure; so that a few names and terms, unexplained, were crammed into the 
memory, and a few digital tricks, undeveloped, were hammered into the fingers, of 
pupils whose crude musical taste was thereby stifled. A natural dislike to the 
uncomprehended affliction, as the music lesson soon got to be regarded, quite pre- 
vented the growth of power to appreciate works full of meaning and thoughtfulness ; 
and the learner rarely advanced beyond the stage of thumping mechanically on the 
key-board in a sort of forlorn hope dash after outlying notes, while the “piece ” 
rattled on to its welcome end, unwept by the listeners, unhonoured by all present, 
and very decidedly;unsung by the instrument. In the October number of the Lady’s 
World (Cassell) Miss Ada Neumegen points out how these unsatisfactory results may 
be escaped, and how a better method in the first instruction of young children may 
tend to produce the power of faithful and intelligent rendering of compositions for 
the pianoforte. Clearly and concisely put, her observations extend over a wide field, 
and are evidently based on the experiences of personal labour in the directions ad- 
vocated. A careful perusal of her remarks will impart to an elder sister not alone 
the proper method, but perhaps also the desire, of teaching the first elements 
of pianoforte playing to junior members of the family—an object Miss Neumegen — 
had before her eyes in writing this valuable article. Her observations are cordially 
recommended. 


Poor Jews’ TEMPORARY SHELTER.—The monthly meeting of the Committee 
of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter was held on Sunday last at the Institution, {S4, 
Leman Street, Mr. B. Birnbaum, Vice-Presideot, in the chair. The Report of the 
Exccutive Committee was read and adopted. The Report stated that during the 
month of September 118 inmates were admitted (as against 115 in the corresponding | 
month of the previous year), whose ages varied between 15 and 54 years; 56 were 
married and 62 single, and 76 followed a trade or calling, whilst 42 knew no trade, 
the proportion of those following a calling being higher than in September of 
1886. During the first twenty days of October the number of inmates admitted 
were considerably smaller than ia the same period of the preceling year. Further 
steps had been taken for the protection of immigrants, and a sub-committse had 
visited several lodging houses in the East End for the purpose of recommending to 
immigrants, who were not without means, suitable houses where they would bé 
secure from depredation. During the recent Holydays upwards of two thousand 
meals were served to recipients of the relief of the Sabbath Meals Society, 

Jews’ INFANT ScHOOLS.—An interesting ceremony took place at this Institution 
on Sunday morning last, when Master Harold M. Wiener, son of Mr, M. Wiener, 
of Queen’s Gardens, distributed the prizes presented by him to the teachers of 
the Schools in commemoration of the Jubilee of Her Majesty. The Rev. J. A. 
Simmons, the Hebrew instructor of the classes, stated that at the last 
distribution of prizes he had expressed the hope that theze classes might be offered 
a “ Jubilee ” prize for essays, ‘This idea was at once taken up by Master Wiener, Mr. 
Simmons’ pupil, who offered £5 for that purpose. Mr. Lionel Van Oven, in the name 
of the Committee of the Schools, cordially thanked Master Wiener for his generous 
gift to the teachers, and especially congratulated him on his own recent success at 
St. Paul's School. He considered this distribution as the first public act of Master 
Wiener, aud he looked forward with feelings of the highest pleasure to the time 
when other young lads would enter the same field and prepare to take the place of 
men, advanced in years, who could not goon indefinitely working for the educational 
and general advantage of the community. He congratulated the successful writers and 
hoped the reward would stimulate them, as the feeling had stimulated Master Wiener, 
to be “still pursuing, stillachieving.” Mrs, Wiener, in reply, assured those present 
that these gifts were solely suggested by her son, and that it gave her and her husband 
the utmost satisfaction to find theirchild at so early an age taking pleasure in 
educational work.
